Change* lo th* transfer system of the 
Public Service Corporation, taking to 
aoma In tenanting point* not now af¬ 
fected. war* anaouncad Wednesday. 
Tba ehaoga* go Into effect to-day. 
Many of tba points affected are In Hud- 
Uoioo Counties Thoaa in 
are aa follows: 

At Malo aod Day Street*. Orange, 
Irom Omega sad Paeele Valley Railway 
(•liber dlrectloa) to Weet Orange line 
(either direction). From West Orange 
line (either direction) to Orang* and 
Passaic Valley Railroad (either direc¬ 
tion). 

At Bloomfield Avenue and Bloomflald 
Contra, Bloomflald, from Orange aod 
Passaic Valley Railway (ettbar direc¬ 
tion) to Bloomflald Avenue ears (either 
direction) From Bloomflald Avenue 
line (either direction; to Orang* aod 
Paaaalo Valley Railway (either direc¬ 
tion). 

Th* man ag am ant reminds Its patron* 
that transfers will ba good only whan 
offered by th* parson to whom Issued, 
aod that “they are Intruded to afford a 
continuous passage by connecting Una* 
at Junction points, and ara not good for 
atop ovar."

*• A transfer waa never Intended as a 
stop-over privilege, nor to make round 
tripe fot «•* far*, far aweh a waa raawMi 

In much loss to tba company aod Is coo 
trsry to tb* aplrlt of tbe transfer prlvl 
lege. The public must understand also 
that iraaafars are not good lo tbe hands 
of any passenger to whom they were not 
Issued. In otoer words, transfers must 
not be given away. IT tendered by per¬ 
sona other than those receiving them 
ortgtoatly, conductor* are dtrpqted to 
decline to accept them lo payment of 
fare. 

The offloere of the trolley oompany 
fuel that the great distance* wblcb may 
ba traversed on a five-oeot far* through 
tb* transfer system makes transporta¬ 
tion to abaap that It la unfair for them 
to lake advantage of tbe company by 
using traosfem lo other than a legiti¬ 
mate manner, and the co-operation of 
fair-minded aod honest citizens Is con¬ 
fidently relied upon to confine Ibe use 
of transfers to tbe purpoae for which 
they were originally Intended. 

*• Passengers are requeeted to take 
note of the time punobed by the con¬ 
ductor when the transfer Is received, lo 
order that unpleasant dispute* may be 
avoided." _

At tba Cast Orange City Oouncil 
at eating Monday night a project for n 
trolley line north from Main Street to 
the Bloomfield boundary lln* waa mad* 
public. Tbe projected line oovers about 
th* earn* territory aa that through 
bleb th* Eaeex Gross Railway Oom¬ 
pany sought n franchise. Tba new plan 
embodies tb* construction of a broad 
roadway lo East Orange wblob will 
Include Ashland Avenue and rEtaod 
northerly from the place where that 
thoroughfare now curves to the east, 
through a stretch of land at present In 
practtoally undeveloped atata, and 
extending to the Bloomfield Una. This 
Improvement Is projected by tboaa who 
favor a eroastown trolley, but wbo are 
opposed to the scheme which was 
broached sums time ago to put a trolley 
road through North Clinton Btraet. 

Previous to th* meeting of tb* City 
Council an Interesting dissuasion took 
place between Georg* B. Darley, wbo 
represents tb* Essex Cross Railway, 
wbloh waa the applicant for • fraoahlea 
(or a eroastown railroad, and mem here 
of th* Railroad Committee. 

Dutlog tba talk tba question of tba 
new roadway waa brought up. Mr. 
Darley waa meat emphatic la his 
declaration that the scheme mentioned 
as pur* “ bluff" on tb* part of th* 
opponent* of the plan to build a new 
road, but b* waa sharply called to a 
turn by Mr. Bslgrte, who Informed him 
that residents ot the city north of Main 
Street no doubt wanted tba road built 
aa much aa Mr. Darley did. 

The objections to tbe use of North 
Clinton btreet were tbet that street Is 
too narrow, aod that aa two school* ara 
located thereon, tba danger to cbUdren 
la too great lo b* tolerated. 

Tboaa wbo are working tor tba load- 
way through Ashland Avenue have been 
quietly at work, aod It Is reasonable to 
believe that In Ih* near future a new 
roadway will b* laid out. Mr. Darley 
baa not much faith lo tb* plan lo put 
tbe new atraat through. “ You won't 
see It," waa bla parting abot to the 
officials, “ nor your children either."

“ In severing my relations with yon 
aa your pastor, no words can fully ex¬ 
press my deep affection for you all, nor 
my sincere appreciation of all tba kind¬ 
ness and lova you bava manifested 
toward ma and mine daring our asenrin 
lion lo tba Lord’s work. No pastor ban 
ever been more happily situated, no 
pastor could ever bava a more loyal and 
united people to work among than 
have been. 

“I desire my resignation to 
effect on tba 30th of September 
and aak that I may have your 
aod coostant prayer* that divine 
dam uisy be glveo me for to* new 
to wblcb I have been called, aa I 
you my prayer aball constantly 
to God for Hi* richest benedictions 
rest upon you la all tbe days to oome.
